Racing Now Sport of the People 

and a Valuable Asset. 

» ■ - 

So Says Major August Belmont, 
Urging National and State En- 
couragement for It. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. January 18— Major August 
Belmont. chairman of the Jockey Club, who recently 
returned from abroad, is more than ever convinced, 
as a result of his observations, of the necessity 
for racing as an essential in the improvement of 
the horse product of the country. He found the 
keenest interest manifested in the thoroughbred in 
France and England, and looks for a renewal of 
racing abroad on something of the same scale as pre- 
vailed la-fore the war. 

As far as the sport at home is concerned lie 
anticipates a successful season, and the news that 
lie will take the same active interest in the turf 
as formerly will la- welcomed by all those who have 
tlie best interests of the siairt at heart. “Every - 
laaly abroad concedes the all imiairtant part cavalry 
played at decisive moments in the great struggle.” 
said Major Belmont a few days ago. “The thor- 
oughbred is the prime factor in the production of this 
type, and no less an authority than Sir Douglas 
liaig. the British commander in chief, himself a 
cavalryman and a sincere lover of the horse, whose 
charger is the thoroughbred t’roesus. has indorsed 
the wisdom of breeding horses for the two military 
virtues or hardiness and activity. He is on record 
as expiessing the opinion 'that the best animals 
for army purposes are also the most valuable for 
agriculture, commerce and sport.’ ” 

Illustrating the adaptability of the thoroughbred 
as a trooper's uionut. Major Belmont said: 

"Mv son. I,ieut. Raymond of tin- headquarters 
mounted troop of the Seventy-eighth IK vis ion. rode 
till through the heavy fighting in the Argonne dur- 
ing the last seven weeks of the war a three -year -old 
filly by Rabelais — Field Mouse, bred at my Haras 
de Fillers. He writes me that site was absolutely 
fearless under fire, and stood tlie campaign and 
exjmsure liettcr than the cold-blooded horses. He 
savs that many French officers ride thoroughbreds, 
-time of not great substance, but the universal opin- 
ion among those who practice it and do not theorize, 
as many of our best horsemen are apt to do at 
home, is that the thoroughbred is tougher and 
more courageous than his less well bred brother. 
The only thing is that he must, be educated to his 
calling as a cavalry mount and not be a graduate 
of the race course. 

MUST TRAIN FOR PURPOSE DESIRED. 

“Our officers.” resumed tlie Major, “have in 
manv eases attempted tlie use of race course cast- 
offs. It was done on the Mexican border with 

unfortunate consequences to the reputation of the 
thoroughbred. There always will lie exceptions, 
but a thoroughbred should be brought up and trained 
for his career, whether it he polo pony, hunter, 
charger of the light draft, just us much as the 
human, if a proper average of success is to be 
achieved. 

“Raymond was short of a mount when his divi- 
sion was stationed not far from my Haras de 
Viliers. and I cabled him he could select whatever 
lie might find to suit him. The three-year-old 
filly Fickle had liecn turned out and never broken, 
destined for tlie stud. Raymond took her because 
of i„.r substance, broke her as lie went along, and 
within a few months she was doing regular field 
service, bivouacking with tlie liest of them and 
bolding her own in health and flesh.” 

In commenting upon racing and its connection 
With breeding, Major Belmont said: 

“Racing cannot exist without its faults and 
weaknesses, which tire well known, although grossly- 
exaggerated; but its usefulness and necessity for 
the preservation of the light horse must now more 
Ilian ever be recognised as or national importance. 

] hope it will Is- finally favored by our governments, 
state and national, and encouraged in a national 
and broad spirited way. Stop calling it tlie sport 
of kings: it is a sjxirt of the people, and for the 
good of one of their most valuable assets for all 
lime. . , , 

"I hope,” said Major Belmont in conclusion. to 
become more useful to the thoroughbred interests 
than I have been heretofore, if peace, as 1 believe 
it will, brings tue more leisure.”

Daily Racing Form is in receipt of a letter from 
a Rochester, X. Y„ hospital requesting the present 
address of George Davis, a turfman. Mrs. Davis is 
seriously ill. and it is feared she cannot recover. 

Mrs. Margaret Carey, wife of Thomas E. Carey, 
owner of the Hawthorne race track aud well-known 
on the turf when racing flourished in Chicago, died 
yesterday following an oi>e ration for appendicitis. 

A. K. Macomber’s Traeksend, which was turned 
out and not raced as a tliree-year-old last year, 
will return to the turf this coming spring in fine 
bodily condition aud ready for a strenuous cam- 
paign. 

There are eleven two-year-olds in the A. K. 
Muconiber stable, all by Uncle. which were purchased 
from Messrs. Miller and Headley last .year at 
private sale. There were thirteen in the original 
band, but one died and trainer Jennings was 
forced to destroy another one. 

According to reports from the east tlie filly 
Polygon, which raced in the silks of W. R. Coe 
last year, will be retired to the stud and bred to 
Sweep. Polygon is a fashionably -bred daughter of 
Polymelian — Sainte Claire II., and should prove a 
winner as a brood mare. 

Camoufleur, which W. Viau purchased from Calls - 
her Bros, at the conclusion of the Kentucky full 
s. -a son last year, lias put on nearly 200 pounds 
since going into winter quarters at Belmont Park, 
and mav prove a useful racing tool for the Cana- 
dian sportsman in the three-year-old division tins 
year. 

Trainer Walter Jennings never lost his admira- 
tion for War Cloud, even when the colt did uot 
(«« up to expectations. He is still enthusiastic 
«ver the handsome son of Pol.vmelius. and suys lie 
is i lie fastest horse lie ever trained. War Cloud 
won *2."). 100 last year, aud liis traiuer expects him 
to do better this year.

RIDER CRUMP IN TROUBLE 



WHICH EXCELLED THE OTHER RACERS OF THEIR Loses His Jockey License for Batl 
AGE IN THE MONEY WON IN 1918 Rlding on Pickwick ’ 



Among the four-year-olds of 1918 Cudgel stood out pre-eminent, both as a race horse and as a 
money gatherer for his owner. At even weights no other horse of his age had a chance with him in 
racing. Possibly, lie would have had two worthy opponents had Omar Khayyam retained the brilliant 

form of bis three-year-old days and Westy Hogan remained sound in his legs. But neither of these 

things happened and Cudgel reigned supreme among the racers of his age with more money to his credit 
than any four-year-old lias won in the last seventeen years. Three foreign -bred liorses stixxl next to 
him in money won in Naturalist. Hollister aud Corn Tassel, and right good racers they were. Outside of 
the four named Midway was the only other four-year-old which won as much as $10,000. Of the other 
horses in the list of thirty leading money-winning four-year-olds Bribed Voter. Beaverkill, Grundy, 
Sunflasli II., Star Master and Buford won good races and fairly belong in the handicap division; in fart, 

when in the mood Grundy could run about as fast as any horse in tlie west for a mile or more, his mile 

in 1:37 t 5 at Latonia last fall illustrating this. Jock Scot and Sedan were excellent sprinters. Minto 
II. was a high-class selling plater with the singular record of having won ten races and finished third 
six times without ever having ran second. A comparative failure among the four-year-olds was the tine 
Ally Fruit Cake, which raced usefully, hut not up to the high promise of her three -year -old career. The 
thirty best money -winning four-year-olds were the following:

CHANGE IN SCALE OF WEIGHTS NEAR JOCKEY DREYER RIDES THREE WINNERS

Proposed Alteration Likely to Be Favorably Acted ■ Finishes Third with Two of His Other Mounts. 

Upon at February Meeting of Jockey Club. j which Pay Remunerative Odds to Show. 



NEW YORK. N. V.. January 18.— The much 

needed change in the scale of weights is near ac- 
•omplishment. After years of api>eal by tlie official 
handieapper. W. S. Vosburgh, to have the scale 

revised, it was not until this winter that liis de- 
sires were considered and practically adopted, for 
they will probably Is- passed upon favorably at the 
February meeting of the Jockey Club. As intimated 
some weeks ago. when the changes were in the 
course of preparation, the chief alterations will lx' 
in regard to two-year-olds when racing with older 
liorses in the closing months of the year. Handieaiis 
of the past have shown Mr. Vosburgh. upon which 
subject there is no better living authority, that 

under the old scale the weights assigned for two- 
year-olds were not sufficiently uniform with that 
!‘f older horses to create contest of equality. Two- 
year-olds had far the lietter of the concessions, so 
much so that there have been times when the offi- 
cial handieapper lias had to make tlie younger 

liorses carry considerable weight above tlie scale 
to make any kind of an even race, so much superior 
were they to older horses under scale conditions. 

The changes that are proposed will meet the 
approval of all horsemen who have any idea of 
equality: in fact, so far everyone sjxiken to on 
the subject welcomes the suggested improvement. 
The proposed alterations in the scale for the more 
mature horses has been trifling; ill fact, so little, 
that it is barely noticeable to tlie ordinary person, 
but it was evidently necessary to fill out the scale 
or it would not have liecn discussed by Mr. Yos- 
hurgli and his associates in revision unless they 
deemed it necessary. Mr. Vosburgh has inul many 
years of experience in such matters, and lie lias 
analyzed his data on foundations laid more than 
half a century ago. While the new scale w ill hardly 
be noticed in the every day racing, to the 
experienced eye of tlie hundreds of what can be 
termed experts tlie fine points of tlie labors of han- 
dicapping will he brought to the pinnacle of tanta- 
lizing scrutiny. 

HANDICAPPERS’ ATTENTION CALLED. 

llanilicappers will now have to revisp their ideas 
of former years regarding the ability of one horse 
to beat another under scale conditions. They will 
have to remember when analyzing a race that the 
“oil” and “off” figures applying to horses will 
look quite different under the new scale than they 
did when the old one was in operation. A two-year- 
old in tlie fall with two pounds “on” will mean 
that it is equal to ten or twelve pounds “on,” 
according to the abolished scale. Many handicappers 
make these deductions in their work of picking out 
winners, and unless close attention is paitf to tlie 
newly proposed scale they will find tlieiusJS'es go- 
ing awry quite suddenly. 

It would be a good test of tlie proposed changes 
in the scale if all associations would offer a goodly 
purse for the liest liorses in their several classes 
at each meeting. Such races would serve a double 
purpose — attractiveness as well as demonstrating 
the value of a scale of weights in practice as well 
as principle. The race between Billy Kelly and 
Leoohares last year at Laurel was a spectacular 
contest. Supiiosing tlie best three and four-year- 
old spripters had started in that contest, horses of 
the type of Motor (’op. Sun Briar, Polymelian and 
Old Koenig; it would have given a practical demon- 
stration of the weight scale. A stake of value 
commensurate with the importance of such a con- 
test would no doubt bring the best liorSes in train- 
ing of every age into the event. Weight-for-age 
races are rare, but when tlie best could be brought 
out in a regular contest for a stake of value, it 
would assuredly be an attraetion worth arranging. 
^ 

OMAR KHAYYAM IN FINE CONDITION 

Trainer Sandy McXaughtou reports that Omar 
Khayyam is wintering in grand condition and that 
the great colt will not be bothered this year with 
bad feet, as he was in 1917. 



HAVANA, Cuba, January IS. — Followers of jockey 
Dreyer, who has been riding in particularly gixxl 
form this winter, reaped a harvest this aftcrmxm 
when lie landed liis first three mounts winners, and 
in the following two races finished third on liorses 
which paid remunerative odds to show. His 
winning mounts were Cardomc, Linkstrap and Lack- 
rose. 

The track was in good condition and should be 
fast for Sunday’s g<x>d program, which includes the 
Oriental Park Handicap of $1,50(1 added as the 
principal feature, with the Hipixidrome Handicap 
as an additional attraetion. In tlie stake event a 
high-class field of the liest liorses at the track is 
scheduled to start and a stirring contest is looked 
for. A speedy band of sprinters will furnish the 
contention in the Hippodrome Handicap, in which 
Senor Diaz’ Tracery colt Orestes, which was a 
whale of a racer at Oriental Park last winter, will 
make his first appearance of tin* meeting. 

The best finish of today’s program came with 
tiie running of the last race, when Flare, after a 
long stretch run, managed to last long enough fo 
win by a neck from tlie fast closing High Tide. 
Silver Sandals was third, another head away. The 
last two suffered from interference, which may 
have prevented them from beating the winner.

J. Kennedy claimed the plater Bill Simmons 
oil Friday for $700. 

('. \V. Miekelwaite arrived from Florida, and

AMENITIES OF THE TURF AND WAR 

Graceful Tribute to American Co-operation and Aid 
from a High French Turf Official. 



In response to an official communication, secre- 
tary Algernon Daingerfield of the Jockey Flub re- 
ceived tlie following felicitously expressed reply: 
Paris. December 17, 1918. 

Dear Sir: 

I have just received your letter of November 

20. in which, after acknowledging conditions of tlie 
"Prix du Cadran.” you are kind enough to express 
your joy over tlie great victory achieved by France 
aud her allies. 

I have been all the more touched by your delicate 
attention that I have been myself in the army 

from August 2, 1914. as a lieutenant of infantry, 
aud that I have had the honor to lie. up to August 
2, 1915. iu the ranks of that French army which 
had to fulfill tlie heavy task of which you know. 

All of those who have survived the battle of 
Charleroi, after going through superhuman fatigues 
and the moral agony of the retreat of the Marne, 
know how to fully appreciate the incomparable 
merits of the glorious victory in which the wonder- 
ful soldiers of the United States have so mag- 
nificiently taken part. 

"Lafayette, here we are!” These simple words 

pronounced in front of the touib of Picpus Ceme- 

tery by General Pershing, as simui as lie arrived iu 
France, went right to our hearts and they will 
stay engraved there. 

Honor to your country! The French will never 
forgei wliat they owe to its precious co-operation, 
and they will always be happy to seize the oppor- 
tunity to prove to the Americans tlieir sincere 
feelings of freindsliip and gratitude.

Lucky B. Redeems Himself and 
Wins All the Way — Korbly Is 
First in the Haig Handicap. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. January IS. — Incidents were 
crowded this afternoon at the Fair Grounds and 
furnished considerable gossip for the big crowd 
which witnessed the s|x>rt. The outstanding hap- 
pening came with the running of the Haig Higli- 
weight Handicap at five and a half furlongs,' hav- 
ing a net value to the winner of $1,285. As a re- 
sult of the heavy going six of the original ten 
carded were declared out. leaving as starters only 
Korbly. A. X. Akin, Fern Handley and Pickwick. 
The latter had the call iu the lietting and drew 
confident support, with Korbly and A. X. Akin 
absorbing whatever attention the speculators gave. 
When it came to the running Korbly set the pace 
throughout and won eased up to a canter, with A. 
X. Akin just succeeding in outstaying Pickwick. 
Crump’s riding of the latter was faulty. He had 
him close to the leader when approaching the stretch 
turn, but instead of making the turn close to the 
inner rail, as the winner did. Crump brought him 
wide and into going that was deepest. 

The judges immediately interrogated owner Clancy 
as to what orders he had given the rider, and find- 
ing that Crump had deliberately ridden contrary to 
the owner’s instructions, promptly revoked liis 
license. * 

In the second race jockey Gentry’s blundering 
tactics was responsible for tlie defeat of Gallant 
Lad by Sandy Lad. Gallant Led was plainly best, 
bnt was tlie victim of liis rider’s failure to notice 
Sandy laid slipping up oil the inside. So confident 
was Gentry that he was winning that he began eas- 
ing bis mount up in tlie last fifty yards, and Sandy 
Lad. coining with a well timed rush, got up to win 
in the last stride. 

The mile and twenty yards purse, which served 
as the secondary feature, enabled Lucky R. to score 
an easy victory over some speedy ones. Unlike 
in liis last previous race. Lucky B. raced into tlie 
lead promptly after the start, and holding to liis 
task in resolute style shook off Warsaw, liis 
nearest pursuer, before reselling tlie stretch and tlie 
remainder of the race was only a canter. Warsaw, 
under hard riding, landed second place from Wiiii- 
keag. with Ticket, an exjiected dangerous contender, 
hopelessly far back at the finish. 

Jockey (.’. Robinson’s generalship resulted in 
Pueblo’s victory in tlie two-year-old dasli. The 
rider elected to guide his mount tlie short way. 
while tlie others were taking tlieir mounts wide 
and it saved him so much ground that the others could 
not head his mount. Ktinnan. after a hard try. 
took seeond place, with Lonely third. 

ROBINSON STEALS A RACE. 

Robinson came right back and virtually stole 
the next race with Sandy Lad. but that horse’s 
victory brought him a change of ownership, J. M. 
Goode claiming him for $1,500. 

Jack Reeves, another locally owned horse, was 
instrumental in enriching every Italian in -the city 
by liis victory in the final race, and the Ken- 
tuckians exacted heavy toll when Harvest King 
again triumphed. 

Semper Stalwart, winner of the third race, was 
by no means neglected. 

The attendance this afternoon was almost of a 
record number and. though tlie track was rough 
and lumpy, most of the contests were spirited ami 
finishes close. 

A. L. Capps today disposed of his entire stable 
of liorses with a view to retiring from racing and 
returning to liis home at Hickman. Ky. 

C. X. Freeman secured the band which included 
Maria nao. Murphy. Ina K. and Harbard. 

Harry Unna is a belated arrival from Bowie. He 
got in today with the horses Thornhill and Tin 
Juana. 

Jockeys Cassity and F. Smith were suspended 
Friday for today by the starter for disobedience at 
the post. 

George Cochran today sold to E. W. Fox the 
plater Jason on private terms. 

H. S. Koppin of Detroit completed arrangements 
whereby the liest of liis liorses will in future be 
trained by \Y. A. Rurttschell, who lias been training 
Franklin for him during the meeting. Tixlay lie 
turned over Cadillac and Amalette to Rurttschell. 
He also purchased Douglass S. from Sam Louis, anil 
the horse will lx- left in Burttsehell’s care. The 
selling plater Philistine and a two-year-old were 
sold by Mr. Koppin to liis trainer, T. 1*. Kornman. 

\V. Perkins sold Pollux to Capt. Risso, a local 
man. for the reported price of $1,750. 

E. T. Colton is the latest to join the big army 
of sick here. 

Secretary Jo.- McLennan announced twenty-seven 
nominations to the II’Esperay mile handicap to be 
run next Saturday, and to which weights will be 
alio ted next Wednesday. 



CAPT. RAL PARR RETURNS FROM FRANCE

The every-day life of the successful trainer is 
hedged around with many unusual occurrences and 
demands, writes Charles' E. Grossman. Anxieties, 
cares, responsibilities m,,) difficulties are oft times 
his portion when the thoughtless public imagines 
he is only waiting for the duv to come when a big 
stake is to be contested for and the band will play 
some approriate symphony in tribute to the grandly- 
bred equine wonder in liis charge which is certain 
to win the great race according to the reports of 
all the sporting writers, handicappers, dockers and 
ruilbirds. and it is all over but the shouting and 
collecting the money. 

Usually the trainer has an abundant supply of 
faith and is liberally endowed with optimism, 
but some little thing may happen just before the 
race, or in the race, or some horse may drop out 
of the clouds hitherto unsuspected of possessing 
great speed and win on its merits, to prevent his 
horse from winning, as everyone confidently expected 
it would. The trainer will then be blamed by 
some of the wiseacres for overtraining, by others 
for not haring worked the horse enough, and still 
others will intimate that there was an ulterior 
motive, and that it was not intended that the 
horse should win at all. So the poor trainer is 
condemned on all sides and is made vividly aware 
that nothing succeeds like success. In no other 
business does a comparative stranger seek to ob- 
tain information that must be considered private 
and reserved for the owner that amounts almost to 
an impertinence, certainly it often is a great annoy- 
ance. Overzealous turf information dispensers as- 
sume the authority to intrude and pass judgment 
ill matters in which they have no interest and ovei 
which they can have no ' control. No one would 
think for an instant of walking into an office or 
store of a business until or merchant and asking 
such searching personal questions regarding his 
business affairs as is frequently asked by respon- 
sible people of any good trainer of a prominent 
stable. 

PUBLIC ENTITLED TO INFORMATION. 

The public is entitled to know all about the work 
on a public race track, and it is a debatable ques- 
tion whether or not it would be better for the dif- 
ferent racing associations to employ a couple of ex- 
pert "dockers,” at a good salary, to record and 
publish on a bulletin board, every day, the morn- 
ing's work of all horses engaged in racing upon 
that track. Then the newspapers or whoever was 
interested or desired could copy the work and the 
racing public could be correctly informed without 
any misrepresentation. More people would thereby 
become interested in watching the work-outs ol 
famous horses and the veil of secrecy would he in a 
manner lifted. The plan seems to be worthy ot 
consideration and deserving of a trial. 

Anyone, of course, if lie Ik* of such character as 
to lie admitted u|xm the ground at all. has a perfect 
right to time any other man’s horse on a public 
race track, and the public should be encouraged tc 
come out and see the horses work out in the morn- 
ing. for it must always be remembered that if i! 
were not for the public approval and patronage tlier. 
would he no race tracks any place. The race track 
is the great outdoor recreation ground for all. 
old and young, rich and poor, strong and weak. 
All find enjoyment in the Iiealtli-givipg, open -ail 
entertainment. What m-eurs on any public raet 
track belongs to the public, but what happens in th 
stable after a fast work-out, amount of feed rel- 
ished by the horse, general condition, weight car- 
ried in the trial, etc., belongs to the trainer am. 
owner, and to them exclusively, the same as the 
private business of any mercantile firm. 

The great trouble has been that certain persons, 
in order to verify their own judgment and to as- 
sume a superior knowledge in all things connectei. 
with racing, ostentatiously attribute some sinistei 
motive to the trainer every time a good horse. o> 
rather the one that they had their clentele bet on 
is beaten. It is the persons who are always goitu 
around crying fraud and trying to get down a bet 
on a “sure tiling today because it is all fixed.’’ 
that cause a lot of trouble and are objectionable. 
The judges in the stand are experienced, capablt 
men, paid liberally and will protect the public an. 
give each horseman an equal chance; therefore 
there is no foundation in fact for most of the sen- 
sational stories that are passed on to the gullibh 
and credulous as a salve to satisfy the hopes of 
foolish and disappointed men. 

Owners will often times expect too much from 
their stable, simply because the horses are well 
bred and cost extravagantly as yearlings. The pub- 
lic. too. will remember the high-priced, good- looking 
ones, and if success is not instant will suggest that 
the owners should change trainers, although tlier 
may not be a horse of any value in the stable. It 
doesn't make any difference what they cost or how 
they are bred, it is what tlioy can do that counts. 
Public opinion reacts on the wavering minds of 
owners, and as a result of ignorance and the caprice 
of others the fidelity of the trainer is suspected 
for no other reason than because he has been un- 
able to realize expectations, baseless as the fabric 
of a dream.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



PARIS, France. January 18. — The world's great- 
est jieaee conference opened here this afternoon. 
The foremost statesmen of the world, representing 
twenty-five nations that had broken with Germany, 
were gathered about the green table when Premier 
Clemenceau called the first session of this historic 
conference to order at 3 o’clock at the foreign 
office. Questions affecting all of the peoples of 
the earth, including the creation of a league of 
nations, designed to make war fc>rever iin|K>ssible, 
will be settled before the conference comes to an 
end at Versailles. President Poincare formally 
welcomed the envoys in behalf of France in a brief 
sjH*ech immediately after the conference was called 
to order. 

WASHINGTON. It. ('.. January 18.— A railroad 
strike which was declared in Cuba Thursday night 
has paralysed all traffic on the Havana Central 
and Western Railroad and on the United Railways 
west of Santa Clara, according to advices to the 
State Department this afternoon. The strike has 
now spread to the building trades, the foundry 
men and boiler makers in Cuba, the advices add. • 
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attempt to escape. The newspaper Frciheit de- 
mands a general strike. 

COPENHAGEN. Denmark. January 18.- — Commis- 
sioner Uritzky signed 8,000 death warrants while 
lie was a member of the Bolshevik government In 
Russia, according to information from Moscow to- 
day. i'ritzky’s successor. Kokli. was dismissed for 
not maintaining this ghastly average. 

BERNE. Switzerland, January 18. — A Czech array 
of 500.000 men is menacing the German province 
nf Silesia, while a Polish army of eighteen divi- 
sions is ready to invade upix-r Silesia, said a tele- 
gram from Breslau today. The Germans are calling 
for volunteers to defend Silesia. 

CHICAGO. 111.. January .18.— Millard H. Cutter, 
wealthy broker and confessed forger, whose peeu- 
lations may reach $759,000. pleaded guilty to forgery 
and embezzlement here today and was sentenced to 
from one to fourteen years in the penitentiary. 



U. S. SAVED EUROPE AND CIVILIZATION 



Ixird Derby, one of the most ardent supporters of 
the turf, set a fine example by maintaining his 
breeding and racing studs at full strength through* 
out the war. Nor was this all. for his great in- 
fluence as a leading member of the Jockey club and 
minister of the crown was unquestionably used with 
beneficial effect when racing was in imminent 
danger of utter collapse, owing to the insidious 
opposition of its enemies. During the past four 
years he lias seldom seen his colors on a r-iee 
course, but the family has lieen represented by the 
countess, his daughter. Lady Victoria Primrose, and, 
when opjairtimity offered, by Ixird Stanley. the 
Knowsley black and white, always popular, but 
never more so than at the present time, has met 
willi a fair share of success, uml the reputation of 
Stanley House lias been enhanced rather than other- 
wise) under the care* and direction of the Hon. 
George Lambton. also an earnest and industrious 
advocate for "carrying on” in the face of all diffi- 
culties and restrictions. Yet no stable lias been 
more thoroughly drained of men and lads than 
Stanley House. laird Derby’s ambassadorial duties 
will, of course, prevent him from seeing much racing 
in England for some time to come, but his instinct 
for sport and the interest lie takes in ihe horse 
breeding industry remain as keen as ever, so much 
so that while continuing in full force at home lie 
has determined to race in France. Everyone will 
re-echo the hope expressed by M. dcmenceau that 
Lord Derby will he rewarded for his pluck ami 
enterprise by winning the Grand Prize of Paris. I 
have been at Tx>ngehamps on many such occasions, 
md could not but deplore the jealousy that existed, 
but times have changed, and there will lx- no coolness 
in the winner’s reception should Ijoril Derby carry 
off France’s greatest race. If it happens, may I 
be there to see it. 

FROM POST TO PADDOCK. 

Some horses that figured successfully last year 
have been withdrawn from the team, notably the 
champion sprinter Phalaris. which goes to the stud 
with a great reputation and so strongly recom- 
mended by liis fine pedigree that all subscriptions 
for liis first season have already been eagerly 
snapped tin at the substantial fee of 200 guineas. 
He will stand at the Cheveley Park Stud Farm. 
The grand son of Polymelus will make a worthy 
iddition to the "Stanley” stallions, which include 
Chaucer. Swynford. Harry of Hereford and Stedfast. 
Ferry, winner of the Due Thousand Guineas, retires 
,o the paddocks, whither she is accompanied by 
Post wick and the filly by I’ioton — Dorothea, and 
others drafted out of the stable are Murillo. Diaz, 
Avon Tyrell. Cavan, Fealty and Somehow, all of 
which have been sold. Bn sal mares sold out of the 
stud recently are Wife of Bath, The Tylt and Port 
Sunlight. 

Seneschal and Cross tree will, as last year, be put 
to jumping under the charge of Maj. Beatty, R. Day, 
who schooled them la-fore, having abandoned the 
ilea of training horses for the approaching cam- 
paign. In due course they will return to Stanley 
House, and apart from being capable of winning 
again on the flat will be invaluable for leading 
.vurk. The older horses which remain for the ne.\i 
lat racing season will perhaps lx- weak by com- 
parison with I-ord Derby’s usual standard, but 
xeeption may Ik- made in favor of Iiuinault, tiu- 
loubtedly a good horse, if not lucky, and differing 
from liis half -brother, Phalaris. in that if not as 
speedy he is a better stayer. Not that he is by any 
iieans lacking in speed, but flyers like the cham- 
pion are few anil far between. From his early days 
the big four-year-old has suffered intermittently 
from rheumatism in the knees, but there is always 
he hope that lie will grow out of this trouble, and, 
ound in other respects, he should, if lie can be 
thoroughly trained, make a big mark next year, 
specially on tracks void of downhill gradients, for 
he length of his stride on the level is astounding, 
ind still more so if a little against the collar, as at 
.ineolii and Ascot, both of which courses should 
suit him to a nicety. I think there can be no doubt 
iiat lie showed Mr. Lambton a big trial before 
the Cambridgeshire, but then came tin- old trouble, 
which necessitated an “easy” instead of winding up 
lie colt up for the supreme effort, and seeing 
iow well lie run, although unplaced, this may have 
made the difference between winning and losing. 
>f the coining four-year-olds Mrs. Jawleyford is a 
dg. overgrown mare that still requires time, and 
itherto her performances have la-eu moderate, but 
he make and shape is there, and, as a daughter 
if Swynford and the flying Princess Melton, she 
night to win races. Of much the same character is 
L’restle, an enormous sister to Seneschal, that has 
never yet been thoroughly trained; indeed, her only 
ippea ranee last year was at the Houghton meeting, 
vhen she ran “green” in a maiden plate. She, 
too, is exceptionally well bred, being by Swynford — 
the Oaks winner Keystone II. Owing to almost 
-lironic lameness Roseacre has not yet run. and was. 
in fact, sent to the stud, but the change apparently 
.endered her sound, and, having been highly tried 
is a two-year-old. when she was regarded as the 
most promising of the fillies of that age, she has 
been taken up. and will again be put into training. 
She is an exceedingly fine filly, by Swynford— Alt - 
■ar. that might make up into a goixl one; anyway, 
it is clear that the luijx- is entertained, and in the 
peculiar circumstances it will be interesting to watch 
ier progress. 

THREE -YEAR -OLDS OF 1919. 

As an early two-year-old the colt by Chaucer— 
Glorvina showed considerable promise, but sore shins 
md constitutional troubles cheeked his career, and 
it- only rail once in October when backward. Of 
fair size, he is iierfectly modeled, with enormous 
power and plenty of quality, and as lie is now all 
right again and doing well he should assert himself 
next year, especially with the maiden alowanee. 
Danegelt, by Valeus — Moneybags, was purchased as 
i yearling out of the Clog lira n Stud, but was too 
backward to be trained last year. He is a fine, 
upstanding colt that might |x-rhapx lx- better fur- 
nished as to forelegs, but he has had every chance, 
anil if they carry him all right lie should develop in- 
to a good horse. Of the fillies my favorite is de- 
cidedly the well-grown buy by Polymelus — Glacier, 
which has run three times and acquitted herself 
creditably on each occasion. Unluckily Is-aten by 
Juanita at her first essay, she left that form far 
behind when she was an easy winner of the Clear- 
well Stakes front Silonyx anil ltuchun, and it was 
trying her a little high to pull her out again in the 
suiiie week for the Middle Park Plate under her 
penally. Still, she ran well with Stefan the Great. 
Knight of Blytli and Dominion. She is of superb 
quality, and apparently sound as a la-11, and. la-ing 
i big one. has plenty of scope for improvement. So 
far she has done remarkably well, and I shall be 
surprised if she does not rank with the best of her 
age and sex next year; indeed, it is well within 
the bounds of |x>ssihility that sin- will credit Stanley 
House with the One Thousand Guineas for tin- 
fourth year in succession-. All the good looks and 
racing quality of Iteresina are discounted by her 
waywardness, but if she sola-rs down there should 
lx* a useful future before her, bearing in mind how 
well she ran against Bayuda in the Cheveley Park 
.Stakes. Santa Cruz has not grown much, and is 
more than ever typical of Neil Gow. but she was 
a consistent runner last year and will be unlucky 
if -she does not pay her way. The well-bred Ba- 
yardo filly. Rothesay Bay. has not done much yet. 
for she has been handicapiied by lameness in 'her 
knees, but like iier half-sister. Scarpa Flow, she 
may win races over a long distance of ground. 
Keysoe is an unknown quantity, as owing to size 
she could not lx- properly trained, but six- is a fine 
mare, with racing points, and having done remark - 
ably well should train on into a winner. — "Vigilant” 
in Ixmndou Sportsman. 



“The Newfoundland caribou far surpasses the 
European reindeer and is equal in size to the caribou 
of eastern Canada, hut distinctly finer in the mat- 
ter of horn growth.” writes Sir John Millais in 
Newfoundland and Its Untrodden Ways. "For its 
size. Newfoundland today contains more caribou 
than any other part of the world, and, owing 
to the nutritive qualities of its super-excellent 
moss and lichens, the deer grows to great excel- 
lence. A big caribou stag in the latter part of Sep- 
tember is one of the grandest things in creation. 
I know of two recently killed heads of over fifty 
points, and more good heads have been killed 
during the past four years than ever before. In 
1903 I killed stags of thirty-five, forty-five anti 
forty-nine points, the two last named being splendid 
s|x-einiens. Newfoundland is just as good a hunt- 
ing country as it was fifty years age, and of liow 
many countries can we say that? I have Ix-en there 
twice, and enjoyed the ix-st of sport, the best of 
weather, the ix-st of health and the best of com- 
rades. 

"In no country have I experienced such enjoy- 
able hunting as in Newfoundland. Game I have 
always found when once the distant hunting grounds 
were reached. Newfoundland is a most attractive 
place, with its thousands of lakes and ixxds. pic- 
turesque txxds teeming with salmon-trout and ounna- 
niche; groat open moors and marshes dotted over 
with the ever- rest less herds of caribou, a wild sea- 
eoast inhabited by thousands of sea birds, dense 
forests of varied and beautiful trees, all contrib- 
uting to make the island one of the most delightful 
of all wild countries to the sportsman and the 
lover of nature. There is more than a little fas- 
cination. too, in knowing that here is a land, with- 
in seven days of England, a great part of whose 
interior has never Ix-en trodden by a white man. 
even by government surveyors, and that you can 
plunge into this beautiful wilderness and feel all 
the delights of wandering at will through tin- re- 
cesses of an untrodden waste, whore deer-stalking — 
and such deer, tool — may be pursued with gratify- 
ing success. 

“Over there is a sense of freedom we know not 
here. There is the great sun. the wide horizon, the 
dancing rivers and the woods of ever-changing 
beauty. There is the blazing noon, with its mani- 
fold sights and moods of nature — the white-headed 
eagle and the osprey lost in clouds of spray, the 
American gi*shnwk chasing the belted kingfishers, 
the splash of the leaping fish, and a hundred more. 
There is the evening of changing lights, when from 
tlie dark forest steps the great white- necked stag. 
There, too. those exquisite nights of twinkling star- 
light. when you lie and toast your tix-s at the 
blazing logs while the men spin yarns and the great 
horned owl shrieks. It is the spirit of the wilder- 
ness tiiat calls you, and the man who has not known 
and understood has not lived.” 



FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 



Many naturalists make a mistake in declaring 
that turkeys invariably roosi over water. This is an 
erroneous notion, for they are just as apt to rixist 
miles away from a watercourse as over it. 

Northern hunters remark on their first trio south 
that white-tail deer are persistently night leeders; 
hunters seldom see one browsing during the day, 
even where food is most plentiful. In the hill sec- 
tions they are prone to bed all day in the roughest 
and most inaccessible places — in the swamps they 
remain in thickets of blackberry, greenbricr and 
cane. 

Alt incoming duck is an easy shot notwithstand- 
ing the belief held by many hunters to the contrary. 
Forget all your former ways of aiming at an in- 
comer. Hold right on its breast as it comes toward 
you. move the gun rapidly forward until you lead 
the bird. The instant during this process you lose 
sight of tlie duck, press the trigger — don’t jerk 
it! Tlie swiftest flying binewing or canvasback 
can be stopped easily in this manner. 

It is easy to distinguish the hill from the swamp 
deer' h.v their feet. The former suffers tlie inflic- 
tions of flint rocks, and tlie latter’s feet are free 
from any signs of wear until they migrate to tlie 
hills, due to continuous hunting or scarcity of feed. 
By their blunt luxifs the tracks of a hill deer can tx- 
readily classified the moment they travel to tin* 
swamps, nr anywhere that tlie character of the soil 
is receptive to the impress of their hoofs. 

Notwithstanding tin- complaints of limiters along 
parts of the Mississippi Valley over the ixxir duck 
flight this fall, in other places there Is a noticeable 
increase in wildfowl. Ducks, however, seem to 
make their stopping places alxive the Keokuk dam. 
Then a palpable hiatus is observed in the flight 
until southern Missouri and northern Arkansas, 
where they are in abundance. The greatest goose 
territory extent is now in Scott and Mississippi 
Counties. Missouri. Shooting will remain excellent 
there until the Father of Waters gorges with ice. 

In the southern mountain streams wall-eyed pike 
and small mouth bass can he taken with flies 
(luring the winter season. In the swift Ozark 
streams they are not prone to hibernate and are 
caught with minnows even throughout the coldest 
periods. Most of these streams are maintained by 
immense springs and small mouth buss like to lay 
among big lix'ks close to tlie spring-fed side of the 
watercourses and can then tx- tempted to rise to 
flies. Frequently they have been taken, weighing 
as high as six pounds, with flies in the vicinity of 
tlie big springs. They are slow to rise and seldom 
appear before the fifth or sixth cast. Their fav- 
orite flies in winter are ibis and white, and a com- 
bination of yellow may with red tail. 



SCOTCH SALMON CATCHES OF SEASON 



EDINBURGH. Scotland, Deceinlx-r 27. — Salmon 
angling on the Tweed and Teviot Rivers ended No- 
vember 30. The last fortnight afforded poor sport. 
The skies were bright, the rivers were low and 
there was not a single breeze so indispensable for 
fishing the dubs and deep pools. It has been a 
disappointing season notwithstanding a succession’ 
of flooillets from the week in which the nets were 
off. lx>rd Knan-slH rough had sixty-three fish on 
Ixnver Birgham anil Captain Balfour, of Newton 
Don, seventy- three on the Earl of Home’s higher 
water. The Earl of Dudley caught ninety-two on 
Sproitston and Sir John Holder 133 at Hendersydc. 
Mr. Hood had fully thirty on Ednam House water, 
and the Duke of Itoxburghe about sixty on a 
stretch of his water which was not let. The Mar- 
quis of Zetland hud seventy-one oil Makerstuun and 
Lor I Gleneonner forty-six on Dryburgh. The higlier 
reaehes of Tweed were no better than last year, 
which was the worst for many. Lord Ellesmere 
killed the heaviest fish of the autumn. It weighed 
forty-three pounds and. as previously reix>rted. Sir 
John Holder came next with a forty -pounder. 
Teviot yielded about fifteen fish, the average of 
which was good, one being twenty-nine ixjumls and 
another thirty pounds. 



ANCIENT AND REMARKABLE CRICKET 



The following note appeared in tlie "Herts Mer- 
cury” a hundred years ago. and has been reprinted 
in that newspaper: "Extraordinary Cricket. — A 

match of cricket was played at Woking between 
eleven gentlemen of Woking and eleven of Sliiere. 
In the first innings Woking obtained 71 runs. 
Shiere then went in and made also 71; second in- 
nings Woking also 71, second innings Shiere also 71. 
It was consequently a tye game, under circum- 
stances unprecedented in the annals of cricket play- 
ing.”
